WATCH YOUR STOCK BUYING 


Commissioner of Corporations E. C. 
Bellows has sounded a warning to the 
investing public of California against 
offers of stock sent through the mails from 
outside the State, promising extravagant 
returns on investments. 

Alluring pamphlets are being flooded 
into the State by oil companies operating 
outside of California, and in alinost every 
instance the companies are not authorized 
to offer their securitics in this State, and 
sales thereof are in violation of the Cor- 
porate Sccuritics Act, otherwise known as 
the Blue Sky Law. 

The warning of the commissioner is 
timely and should be heeded, but it should 
not by any means be taken to mean that 
no stocks are being offered that are not 
good speculations. Buying oil and mining 
stocks is a money-making business if 
handled carefully, the damage being due 
to the fact that the average buyer does 
not investigate. With proper investiga: 
tion fortunes can be made in stoeks, but 
without it the chances are ten to one for 
a toss of all invested, Unless you ean in- 
vestigate, do not buy. 


G. O. P. NEEDS OIL 


Senator Lodge is finding the road he is 
treading as leader of his party in the 
Senate a rocky route.
